is may seem desirable. It is a wise 
Step, this contact with foreign armies, 
and is one essential to greater compara- 
tive efficiency for a Chief of Staff.

The departure of General MacArthur 
gives me an opportunity to express the 
admiration felt by every one who knows 
the facts relative to the administration 
of the high office he occupies. It is not 
too much to say that National Defense 
was never threatened more dangerously 
than during the past session of Con- 
gress. A combination of the depression 
and pacifist and Red pressure produced 
a political assault upon the Army de- 
signed to weaken its strength and value 
te the Nation, and its success would 
have led to a like attack upon the Navy. 
It was fortunate that a man of the 
especial qualities of General MacArthur 
was in the official position which as- 
sured effective leadership against this 
subversive movement. From the time 
the budget for the present fiscal year 
: was under discussion last summer until 

sthe enactment of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, General MacArthur labored, 
gathering and presenting facts which 
‘Sn’oved unassailable. Always General 
._MacArthur took the position that the 
Army was prepared to make sacrifices, 
;y= cut material requirements, to throw 
‘comfort overboard, to scrape the very 
bottom of personal interest. But on the 
question of man-power he was adamant. 
Not one officer, not one man, could be 
lost. Essential, also, were the Reserve 
training and the C.M.T.C. Supported by 
National Defense organizations through- 
out the country, by Labor, by Industry, 
and by the Press, General MacArthur 
achieved his aim. It was a triumph of 
truth and personality, directed by a high 
type of leadership. 

* * * 

In view of the precedent which was 
established by the vote of both Houses 
on the question of officer reduction, there 
is little liklihood that Representative 
Collins will renew the attempt at the 
coming session. However, General Mac- 
Arthur is taking no chances. I under- 
stand the budget which he has presented 
to the Budget Bureau provides ap- 
propriations for the present strength, 
and I further understand this is in ac- 
cordance with the views of Mr. Hoover. 
The latter, it appears, is as strong for 
the number of officers and men as are 
Secretary Hurley and the Chief of Staff. 
I am also told he would veto a bill mak- 
ing reductions, although as suggested 
there is little danger of anything of the 
kind. It will be the next Congress, not

Staff Officers of Navy 
Hit by Economy Ruling 


Officers of the Navy staff corps here- 


after advanced to the grades of captain 


and commander will not be entitled to 
the pay of the rank to which promoted 
unless eligible by reason of length of 
service, under a decision rendered by the 
Comptroller General this week. 

A section of the Pay Act of 1922, 
which allowed officers of the staff corps 
advanced by selection “under existing 
laws” to receive the pay of the higher 
rank regardless of total length of ser- 
vice was declared to be a nullity by 
Comptroller McCarl, he holding that the 
laws then existing were superceded by 
the Staff Equalization Act of 1926. 

The ruling is expected to have wide 
effect, inasmuch as many of the staff 
corps officers now being advanced to the 


selection grades have not, by reason of | 


the longer professional education re- 
quired, the service prescribed for the 
pay of those ranks. In his decision, 
which denied to Comdr. William W. 
Hargrave, MC, USN, the pay and allow- 
ances of the fifth pay period upon his 
promotion to the grade of commander 
after 15 years service, the Comptroller 
ruled as follows: 

“Pay is provided for officers having 
the rank of commander in the Navy by 
the act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 625, 
as follows: 

““The pay of the sixth period shall be 
paid to * * * commanders of the Navy, 
and officers of corresponding grade, * * * 
who have completed thirty years’ ser- 
vice; * * * 

“*The pay of the fifth period shall be 
paid to * * * commanders of the Navy, 
and officers of corresponding grade who 
have completed twenty years’ service, or 
whose first appointment in the perma- 
nent service was in a grade above that 
corresponding to captain in the Army 
* * *: to officers of the staff corps of the 
Navy advanced by selection under exist- 
ing laws to the rank or pay of com- 
mander; * * * 

“*The pay of the fourth period shall 
be paid to * * commanders of the 
Navy, and officers of corresponding grade 
who are not entitled to the pay of the 
fifth or sixth period; * * *’ 

“Claimant not having completed 30 
years’ service is not entitled to the pay 
of the sixth period. His first appoint- 
ment in the permanent service having 
been in the grade of assistant surgeon 
with the rank of lietutenant, junior 
grade, a grade not above that corre- 
sponding to captain in the Army, and 
not having completed twenty years’ ser- 
vice, he is not entitled to the pay of the 
fifth period, unless he comes within the 
provision that the pay of this period 
shall be paid to ‘officers of the staff 
corps of the Navy advanced by selection 
under existing laws to the rank or pay 
of commander.’ 

“The ‘existing laws’ thus referred to 
evidently means the laws in force on 
June 10, 1922, under which officers of the 
staff corps of the Navy were advanced 
by sel ito the rank of commander, 
and are contained principally in the acts

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Prospects for reduction in world armaments have been much discussed by 
American editors. The return of American delegates to the Geneva conference, 
the retirement of a number of fighting ships by Italy, reports that the Japanese 
was accumulating a vast store of munitions and other war materials, all have 
aroused] comment, most of it of a decidedly divergent character. 





“According to Rome dispatches, no less than 130,000 tons of ships, most of 
them not yet obsolete, are to be retired,” the New York Times states. Included will 
be the two battleships Andrea Dorio and the Duilio, Italy’s best, completed in 1916 
and 1915 respectively. Under the Washington treaty they were to be scrapped in 
1937 and 1936. They are still to be carried on the available list and, although 
out of commission, may be used for bartering at the Disarmament Conference. 
Italy’s present naval policy is one of economy, but it should be borne in mind that 
she builds for strategic purposes in the Mediterranean with an eye on French naval 
strength. * * * The Italians are evidently turning away from the battleship and 
concentrating on fast and well-armed cruisers, together with ‘the last word’ in 
auxiliaries, backed by powerful airplane forces.” 





“The news that Japanese munitions factories, both military and naval, are 
running with unwented speed and that Japan is importing unusual amounts of 
potential war material cannot help but be disquieting,” declares the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. “The Japanese are very obviously expecting serious trouble of 
some sort and it is a matter of considerable speculation as to what emergency they 
are preparing against. 

“But be that as it may, the Japanese should remind themselves that Japan is 
a signatory of the armament truce, established last November to run for one year 
and recently extended to next January.” 





“Senator Claude A. Swanson of Virginia and Norman H. Davis, former Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury, display strong but reasoned optimism in their 
discussion of the outlook for armament reduction developed by the Geneva con- 
ference in which they participated as delegates,” states the Chicago Daily News. 

“Senator Swanson expresses the expectation that if the promise latent in the 
adjourned conference is fulfilled when sessions are resumed next January, there 
will be agreement on a substantial reduction of armaments and of the war expendi-

tures of all governments. * * * 

“So hopeful an interpretation is strong encouragement for continued effo¥t to 
build a compelling public sentiment behind the Hoover disarmament proposals, 
which now constitute a focal point for progressive thought in the conference.”

“Few touches of realism mar the rosy romanticism of their view,” the Balti- 
more Sun avers, “Senator Swanson insists that ‘the situation is much improved 
for the accomplishment of something substantial at the second session of the con- 
ference.’ Mr. Davis makes much of the fact that at Geneva the governments of 
the world pledged themselves to ‘the principles of a real, a strict, a substantial 
reduction of their armaments and are agreed that they shall, without further delay, 
enter upon active negotiations materially to implement this principle.’ Neither 
seems at all downhearted over the fact that the delegates assembled at Geneva were 
pledged to this principle in the first instance and that five months of continuous 
endeavor failed to result in any agreement to implement it except in the most 
inconspicuous fashion. 

“It would be agreeable to share this optimism, for the cause of disarmament 
is very intimately associated with the cause of world peace and, to some degree, 
of world recovery. But the plain fact is that except for agreements to bar chemical, 
bacteriological and incendiary warfare and certain other agreements as to the size 
of material, the Geneva conference barely scraped the surface of the deep disarma- 
ment problem.” 





Also commenting on Senator Swanson’s remarks upon his return from the 
Geneva conference, the Providence Journal says, “The Virginian speaks less hope- 
fully on the question of disarmaments. * * * He thinks that the attitude of Japan 
on naval establishments is a serious obstacle to fresh international agreement on 
this continuing issue.” 





“The Geneva conference,” the New York American declares, “failed as all 
international conferences are destined to fail whn the requisite antecedents of joint 
action are not present. Until there is unanimity among nations as to what is true, 
and until these beliefs become interwoven with the stock of convictions and faiths, 
held by the mass of civilized men, there can be no common opinion as to what it 
is expedient to do.”

of June 30, 1914, 38 Stat. 404; August 
29, 1916, 39 Stat. 576-578, and July 1, 
1918, 40 Stat. 708, 718. * * * 

“Under the above laws in force on 
June 10, 1922, officers of the staff corps 
were advanced by selection to fill vacan- 
cies in the ranks of commander and cap- 
tain and were entitled to the pay of the 
rank to which advanced from the date 
of the vacancy they were promoted to 
fill. These laws were largely superseded 
by the act of June 10, 1926, 44 Stat. 717, 
et seq., entitled ‘An Act To provide for 
the equalization of promotion of officers 
of the staff corps of the Navy with offi- 
cers of the line,’ under the provisions 
of which Act staff officers as therein de- 
fined are not selected and advanced to 
fill vacancies in the ranks of captain 
and commander, but are selected and 
advanced to such ranks along with their 
running mates. * * * 

“The inequality * * * referred to be- 
tween officers of the line and of the staff 
corps in regard to the opportunities for 
advancement by selection under the then 
existing laws to the ranks of commander 
and captain were removed by the act of 
June 10, 1926. Officers of the staff corps 
advanced by selection under the act of 
June 10, 1926, to the ranks of comman- 
der and captain appear therefore not to 
come either within the letter or reason 
of the said special provisions in the act 
of June 10, 1922, exempting staff officers 
advanced by selection under the then 
existing laws to the ranks of commander 
and captain from the service require- 
ments imposed on line officers. 


“Claimant having been advanced by 
selection under the act of June 10, 1926, 
to the rank of commander, and not un- 
der ‘the existing laws’ within the mean- 
ing of the act of June 10, 1922, he does 
not come within the act of June 10, 
1922, providing that the pay of the fifth 
period shalf be paid to ‘officers of the 
staff corps of the Navy advanced by 
selection under existing laws to the rank 
or pay of commander.’”

Wearing the Silver Star 


The War Department promulgated to- 
day, Aug. 27, a revision of Army Regu- 
lations prescribing a new method of 
wearing the citation star authorized by 
the Act of Congress approved July 9, 
1918, as amended by the Act of Jan. 24, 
1920. Under the acts cited above a sil- 
ver star is awarded for each citation of 
an officer or enlisted man for gallantry 
in action, published in orders issued 
from the headquarters of a force com- 
manded by, or which is the appropriate 
command of a general officer, not war- 
ranting the award of a Medal of Honor 
or Distinguished Service Cross. The law 
prescribes that the star shall be worn 
as the President shal! direct. 

Heretofore the Silver Star has been 
worn on the ribbon of the service medal 
for the campaigns for service in which 
the citations were awarded and also on 
the corresponding service ribbon. Under 
the authority vested in the President, 
the Silver Star will now be worn super- 
imposed upon a bronze star of larger 
proportions. It will be suspended by 
an appropriate ribbon, white in back- 
ground with a central red stripe, two 
blue stripes and blue edges. 

With the issuance of the Purple Heart 
and the Silver Star, the complement of 
War Department medals is filled. It 
covers every act of bravery, heroism, or 
gallantry in war, every act of heroism 
or extraordinary achievement in peace, 
and every distinguished and meritorious 
act of extraordinary fidelity or of essen- 
tial service in war or in peace. There 
is now no act of bravery or of distin- 
guished service on the part of an officer 
or enlisted man which is not recogniz- 
able by an appropriate award. 

Oak Leaf Clusters will be provided for 
more than one citation for gallantry in 
action. Thousands of war veterans in 
the Army and in civil life, whose official 
citations for gallantry in action are on 
file in the War Department, and who 
are now authorized to wear citation 
stars on the appropriate service ribbon 
may make application for the Silver 
Star and the Oak Leaf Clusters to which 
they are entitled or they may continue 
to wear the citation stars as at present. 

In connection with the announcement’ 
concerning the Silver Star the War De- 
partment has completely revised Army 
Regulation 600-45, concerning the award 
and supply of decorations. Regarding 
the awarding of the various decorations 
the new regulations specify: 

“7, Medal of Honor, to whom award- 
ed.—The Medal of Honor is awarded in

The Charleston News and Courier re- 
cently quoted at length a speech made 
by Major Bennett A. Moulter, Secretary 
of the National Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion, before 200 Reserve Officers in train- 
ing at Fort Moultrie. It was a tem- 
perate discussion of conditions, de- 
serving not only the consideration of 
those who heard it but the country at 
large. Major Moulter described the 
legislative fight last winter, pointed out 
that no regard had been paid to the 
American Legion resolution that officers 
of the rank of Major General and Rear 
Admiral serve as members of the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference and not as 
subordinates, portrayed conditions which 
forced the eviction of the B. E. F. from 
Washington, and concluded that if the 
present tendency in Congress to make 





drastic cuts in the Army be not checked, 
“the country will be rendered prac- 
tically helpless should a serious emer- 
gency arise.” This was talk by a man 
who knew. Major Moulter, and his 
chief, Colonel L. K. Williams, Presi- 
dent of the Reserve Officers Association, 
rendered magnificent service not only 
to their own component but to the Army 
as a whole, in helping to block the ef- 
forts of Speaker Garner, Representative 
Collins and their pacifist supporters, to 
destroy the efficiency of the Military 
Hstablishment. General MacArthur 
recognized the invaluable character of 
the aid given by the Reserve Officers 
Association in a letter to Major Moulter 
wherein he spoke of the “splendid ef- 
forts” of the organization in upholding 
National Defense. “Your influence” he 
continued, “has contributed powerfully 
to combating the rising tide of Pacifism 
which threatens to engulf us. Without 
such help and support I do not know 
how we could have succeeded. I am 
anticipating another fight the next ses- 
sion of Congress and I cannot tell you 
the sense of confidence and security I 
feel in knowing that you will be stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder with us.” 

Could a finer tribute to patriotism be 
paid?

The British conference at Ottawa, 
which closed last week, adopted a resolu- 
tion urging the standardization of air- 
planes and airplane parts. The purpose, 
of course, was commercial, the effect in 
part will be to increase the power for 
defense and offense of the entire Empire. 
Standardization by America, which was 
one of the great lessons of the war, 
and which was actively promoted by 
President Hoover when he was Secre- 
tary of Commerce, undoubtedly had a 
tremendous effect not only in putting 
articles of comfort and even luxury 
within the reach of the average man 
and woman, and thus influencing the 
social welfare of our people, but in 
largely increasing the effectiveness of 
our military and naval forces. The 
statesmen of the British Empire realize 
these facts, though they are now over- 





looked by our own people, and they have 
sought, through the Ottawa Conference, 
to produce within the Dominions the 
conditions we enjoy. With the British 
territories so widely separated, it is im- 
portant that standard parts be avail- 
able, and this would be especially true 
ot aircraft in the event of war. America 
should not depart from a policy that has 
been so fruitful in results and that is 
now receiving imitation from _ the 
greatest Empire on earth.

Replace Captured Flag 


In the presence of American and Can- 
adian troops Maj. Gen. Frank Parker, 
commanding the Sixth Corps Area, re- 
cently presented a British flag to the 
Canadian authorities at Sault Ste.

Diesel Engines for Tanks 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—The speed, range of 
action and general fighting power of 
American army tanks will be greatly 
increased if experiments now being car- 
ried on by commercial automobile manu- 
facturers lead to the production of a 
practicable Diesel type of motor suit- 
able for general automotive uses, accord- 
ing to Col. William B. Wallace, chief of 
the tank section The Infantry School, 
who has returned to Ft. Benning after 
observing the production of the General 
Motors plant and the Packard plant at 
Detroit. 

Models built in the companies labora- 
tories indicate that the problems are 
nearing solution and that the Diesel type 
of engine will soon be applied generally 
to commercial automotive purposes. 

Colonel Wallace’s observations were 
based upon his official interest in the 
probable military value of the improved 
Diesel motor for the propulsion of mili- 
ary vehicles and weapons and particu- 
larly high speed tanks, several types of 
which are now in the hands of troops at 
Ft. Benning and are undergoing tests 
under the direction of the infantry board. 

If the development of the Diesel mo- 
tor advances sufficiently to make it prac- 
ticable for commercial uses it will be 
come a valuable military asset as well. 
Its low cost of operation will offer more 
economical motor power for army trans- 
portation and will enhance the field effi- 
ciency of tanks, trucks and other vehicles 
by increasing their radius of action on 
a single fuel filling.

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Veterans Hear General Drum 


Maj. Gen. Hugh A, Drum, USA, com- 
manding general of the Fifth Corps 
Area, stressed National Defense consid- 
erations in his address Aug. 24 before 
the Spanish War Veterans’ convention 
in Milwaukee. 

General Drum extended a greeting to 
the veterans, reminding them that his 
own military career started in the “Army 
of 1898.” He outlined the great part the 
American soldier has played in the na- 
tional development of the United States, 
stressing the importance of the Spanish- 
American War. 

“Notwithstanding the vital part the 
American soldier has taken in the de- 
velopment of our nation,” General Drum 
said, “the necessity for national defense 
has been less understood by our people 
than any of the other essential agencies 
of national government. In national de- 
fense considerations our procedure has 
followed a vicious cycle. 

“Our people have given instant re- 
sponse to all national crises. They have 
accepted the losses and sufferings inci- 
dent thereto in a realization that most 
of these sacrifices were due to our neg- 
lect in providing adequate preparedness 
in peace. Following all of our wars 
leading and representative citizens have 
had in mind the necessity of providing 
suitable peace time defense forces. The 
actualities of wart were then real. The 
losses in lives and treasure and the 
everlasting debts were severely felt and 
close at hand. The disruption of the 
normal course of business with inflations 
and deflations, profiteering, etc., affected 
all classes. Hindsight convinced all 
sane citizens that much, if not all, of 
these conditions could be avoided by 
suitable peace time provisions. As a 
consequence, following each war our 
legislatures have enacted policies and 
laws seeking remedies and steps to avoid 
future national defense defects. There 
is no doubt that in many cases the origi- 
nal enactments were sound and ade- 
quate and, if maintained, would have 
saved us some wars or at least many of 
the losses and sufferings incident there- 
to. However, in each period of peace 
a lapse of time has shortened our mem- 
ories. As the years have passed, the 
lessons of the previous war were forgot- 
ten and the provisions for national de- 
fense were gradually supplanted by the 
propaganda of pacifists, false economists 
and those dreamers of everlasting peace. 
Thus we lived and theorized until the 
next crash came upon us when our won- 
derful people, damning the errors of the 
past, accepted again unnecessary losses 
and sufferings to win another war which 
adequate peace time provision might 
have avoided. A vicious un-American 
cycle—rush to defense—accept losses 
and suffering due to years of inefficiency 
—and following a fortunate success a 
hasty return to the old state of defense- 
lessness. 

“In the peace time propaganda of the 
pacifists there has always been advanced 
a theory that national defense forces are 
an obstacle to the preservation of peace. 
As America’s peace time army has al- 
ways been the smallest of any major 
world power, these theorists have 
pointed to the powers of Europe as an 
illustration and then sought to force 
their conclusions on America. Although 
entirely inapplicable, such arguments 
have been used as a basis for the nulli- 
fication of the same defense policies 
enacted immediately after each war. In 
contradistinction to the foregoing views, 
we should study those advanced by the 
father of our country. In his writings 
after the Revolutionary War, George 
Washington stressed the steps he con- 
sidered desirable for the promotion and 
maintenance of peace. His views may 
be summed up and paraphrased as in- 
cluding : 

(1) Rugged Nationalism. 

(2) Good faith and justice toward all 


nations. 

(3) Cultivate peace and harmony with 
all. 

(4) Steer clear of permanent alli- 


ances. 
(5) Do not indulge in the persuasion 
that an appeal to arms can be 
kept forever at a distance. 
6) One of the most effectual means 
of preserving peace is sound na- 
tional defense preparedness. 
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“In 1783, Washington submitted a spe- 
cific plan for national defense. However, 
this plan, as well as many others adopt- 
ed thereafter, including Senator Dick’s 
of 1916, was eventually forgotten and 
became inoperative due to lack of ap- 
propriations. In 1920 General Pershing 
revived Washington’s plan of 1783 and 
secured its adoption by Congress. Since 
then, the pacifists have hammered at 
this same plan securing each year re- 
ductions and changes which have mate- 
rially weakened it. In the last session 
of Congress, they took advantage of the 
economic situation to make a sweeping 
attack. They almost succeeded in de- 
stroying its fundamental provisions 
when a House Committee recommended 
a reduction of civilian training and the 
retirement of the number of regular offi- 
cers required for the training of the 
civilian soldiers. This situation was 
only saved by the energetic actions of 
your and similar patriotic organizations. 
I need not stress the future dangers in 
this respect. As the guardians of Na- 
tional Defense, I am sure you will meet 
them as you. did in 1898. 

“Let me assure you that America’s 
national defense is not exorbitant in 
costs or a threat to any nation. Con- 
sider these salient facts: 

“(a) In relative strength of armed 
forces, America stands 17th in the 
world. While Russia has one soldier to 
every 250 population, France and Italy 
one to 105—Great Britain one to 200— 
Germany (treaty limited) one to 600, 
the United States has only one to 900. 

“(b) Our national defense costs less 
today in proportion to total national ex- 
penditures than in practically any other 
year since 1880 except for war years. 
In 1880 our national defense cost 9.74%, 
in 1909 13.28%, 1916 11.74%, in 1932 
6.61%. In comparison, our best figures 
show that France spends about 17.4%, 
Great Britain about 7.9%, Italy 25.4% 
and Japan 13.1%. 

“In these hectic financial days there 
is a national tendency to forget or cur- 
tail the needs of National Defense. Un- 
der the stress of economic conditions, 
the immediate difficulties too frequently 
blind us to the dangers and risks of the 
future. In this connection, let us bear 
in mind Washington’s sound advice: 

“*As a very important source of 
strength and security, cherish credit. 
One method of preserving it is to use 
it as sparingly as possible: avoiding oc- 
easions of expense by cultivating peace, 
but remembering also that timely dis- 
bursements to prepare for danger fre- 
quently prevent much greater disburse- 
ments to repel it.’ 

“As Veterans of the Spanish War, I 
am sure you appreciate the dangers of 
the present situation to our National 
Defense. As the living representatives 
of the days of the Knighthood of Amer- 
ica, I know you will hold fast to our 
principles of the past and safeguard 
with all your power, the interest of our 
nation, and refuse to expose your sons 
and their sons to the unnecessary sacri- 
fices we have experienced.”

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Admiral Rock to Retire 


Rear Adm. George H. Rock, CC, 
USN, Chief Constructor of the Navy and 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, will be detached from active 
duty and ‘transferred to the retired list 
on October 1. Admiral Rock would reach 
the statutory age of 64 years on Novem- 
ber 21, and has asked for retirement on 
October 1 in order to accept a position 
as Head of the Webb Institute of Naval 
Architecture in New York City. 

Rear Admiral Rock was born in Hast- 
ings, Michigan, November 21, 1868, and 
was appointed to the Naval Academy 
in 1885. After graduation from the 
Naval Academy, he took a post-graduate 
course in naval architecture at the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, Scotland, where he 
obtained the degree of Bachelor of 
Science and was transferred to the 
Naval Construction Corps in 1891. He 
was promoted to the grade of Naval 
Constructor with the rank of Lieutenant 
(junior grade) June 23, 1898; Naval 
Constructor with rank of Lieutenant 
Commander July 1, 1905; Naval Con- 
structor with rank of Captain, August 
29, 1916; and Rear Admiral, Construc- 
tion Corps, August 1, 1926. 


After various tours of duty, Admiral 
Rock as ordered in 1915 as Construc- 
tion Officer in the Industrial Department 
of the New York Navy Yard, where he 
continued to serve until July, 1921. As 
Construction Officer, Admiral Rock was 
detailed upon the United States’ entry 
into the World War, to fit out captured 
German merchant ships for naval trans- 
port duty. In repairing the engines of 
these ships which had been wrecked by 
their German crews, Admiral Rock for 
the first time in naval usage, employed 
electric welding extensively. For his 
World War Service, he was awarded a 
Navy Cross “for exceptionally meritori- 
ous service.” s 

From 1921 to 1923, Admiral Rock 
served as Manager of the Yard at the 
Navy Yard, Norfolk, and then was or- 
dered to the Navy Department as As- 
sistant to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair. In March, 
1929, Admiral Rock was given additional 
duty as a delegate to the International 
Conference on Safety of Life at Sea, 
which met in London from March to 
July and served as Chairman of the 
Ship Construction Committee. In No- 
vember, 1929, he was commissioned 
Chief Constructor and Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair, Navy 
Department.

Two Killed in Plane Crash 


Brig. Gen. Randolph C. Berkeley, 
USMC, commanding the 2nd Brigade 
Marines in Nicaragua, reported to the 
Department that 2nd Lt. Raymond P. 
Rutledge, USMC, pilot, and Sergeant 
Orville B. Simmons, USMC, mechanic, 
were killed when their airplane crashed 
in the vicinity of Chilamata River at 1 
p. m., August 24, and that their bodies 
have been recovered by the Guardia 
patrol. 

Lieutenant Rutledge was born in Fes- 
tus, Missouri, February 4, 1906, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy in 1923. 
He was commissioned in the Marine 
Corps upon graduation from Annapolis 
in 1927, and served in Nicaragua from 
January to November, 1928. He re- 
turned there on August 20, 1931. Lieu- 
tenant Rutledge has been awarded the 
Nicaraguan Medal of Merit and the Sec- 
ond Nicaraguan Campaign Medal. His 
next of kin is his father, Doctor J. E. 
Rutledge, Festus, Mo. 

Sergeant Simmons was born at Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, July 29, 1908, and enlisted in 
the Marine Corps April 14, 1927. He has 
served in Nicaragua from January 1928 
to October 1930, and returned there for 
duty on June 9, 1931. For his service 
in Nicaragua, he has been awarded the 
Navy Cross and the Second Nicaraguan 
Campaign Medal. His next of kin is 
his mother, Mrs. Jessie Simmons, 1209 
Vine Street, Hamilton, Ohio. 





Protests Use of Band 


A letter from Mr. Joseph N. Weber, 
President, American Federation of Mu- 
sicians, protesting against the playing of 
the Marine Band at the ceremonies at 
which President Hoover was officially 
notified of his renomination was an- 
swered as follows this week by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Adams: 

“My Dear Mr. Weber: 

“I beg to acknowledge your letter of 
August 21. The Marine Band is obvi- 
ously organized for the purpose of play- 
ing on some occasions. It has always 
been held that it was the duty of this 
Band to play whenever the President 
was present, whether or not the occasion 
was official. I know of no word of law 
or of opinion of Congress which limits 
the Marine Band to play only when the 
President is officially present, as you 
contend. 

“It is needless, I hope, for me to as- 
sure you that I have every sympathy 
for the musicians who are now out of 
employment, and I fully realize that cir- 
cumstances have made the number of 
unemployed very large, but I must per- 
mit the Marine Band to play whenever 
it is the legal duty of that Band to do 
so.” 





Missing Marines Found 


Brig. Gen. R. C. Berkeley, USMC, 
commanding the 2nd Brigade Marines 
in Niearagua, reported to the Navy De- 
partment August 22 that 2nd Lt. Clovis 
C. Coffman, USMC, and the two enlisted 
men of the Marine Corps, who with him 
had been reported missing in a Marine 
amphibian plane since 8.55 a. m. Sun- 
day, August 21, had been located about 
five miles south of Muelle de Los 
Bueyes, along the Chilamata River, 50 
miles due west of Bluefields, Nicaragua. 

The men, apparently, were unhurt.

Bandit Fights Numerous 


Lt. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMC, 
commanding the Nicaraguan National 
Guard Detachment, reported to the De- 
partment Aug. 20 that since August 12 
guardia patrols had had nine contacts 
with bandit groups, and the bandit cas- 
ualties were 8 known killed and several 
wounded. There were no guardia cas- 
ualties, though one civilian guide was 
wounded in a contact on August 18. 

Capt. L. B. Puller (ist Lieutenant, 
USMC), and the guardia patrol of the 
Central Area in the Jinotega Depart- 
ment had six contacts with bandits be- 
tween August 12 and August 19. One 
group was led by Salgado, another band 
of eighty men was under Juan Altami- 
rano, but the leaders of the other groups 
were unknown. Total bandit casualties 
in the contacts were seven known killed, 
and many wounded. Arms, ammunition, 
correspondence, food and miscellaneous 
suppiies were captured by the guardia. 

Capt. A. O. Inman, USMC, with the 
guardia patrol from Navarro in Central 
Area, had contact with a bandit group 
of about forty men, leader unknown, in 
the vicinity of the city of Matagalpa, at 
7 a. m on August 18 and later in the 
day nad « second contact while crossing 
the Tuma River. Bandit casuaities un- 
known. 

An enlisted patrol from Santo Tomas 
of Chentalis Department had contact 
with a bandit group southeast of the 
town of Santo Domingo. One bandit 
was killed and the group was scattered.

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Society of the Cincinnati 


In connection with the recent Triennial 
meeting of the Society of the Cincinnati 
in Philadelphia, there was published a 
complete roster of the living members. 
The following list gives the names of 
those members who hold commissions, 
active or retired, in the Regular Ser- 
vices : 

The Society, or Order, of the Cincin- 
nati was founded May 10, 1783 at New- 
burgh-on-the-Hudson by the officers of 
the Continental and French Armies at 
the period of separation. The first Presi- 
dent-General was George Washington, at 
whose death the office passed to Alex- 
ander Hamilton, and he in turn was 
succeeded by Charles Cotesworth Pinck- 
ney, and so on to the present time. Bach 
President-General has held office for 
life and in the century and a half of the 
Order’s existence there have been but 12. 
To be eligible for original membership 
in the Cincinnati, an officer had to have 
served for three years in the Continental 
Line or Continental Navy, or have served 
as an officer to the end of the war. Upon 
the death of a member the succession 
passes to his eldest son, following the 
law of primogeniture. Among the origi- 
nal members were Washington, La Fay- 
ette, Gates, Schuyler, Wayne, Koscius- 
zko, Rochambeau, DeGrasse, “Light 
Horse Harry” Lee, Knox, Monroe, and 
many others. In France King Louis 
XVI became Patron of the Order and 
permitted it to be worn by his officers— 
though then all other foreign Orders 
were forbidden. The Cincinnati in France 
were dispelled by the Reign of Terror 
and many members perished on the guil- 
lotine, but the Society has been revived 
as will be seen from the large number of 
French officers, nearly all of noblemen, 
who are members. A smal] number of 
distinguished men have been admitted to 
honorary membership, some of whom are 
listed below. Sixteen presidents of the 
United States have been original, heredi- 
tary or honorary members. 

The officers of the Society, of which 
there are branches in the original 13 
states and in France, who were elected 
at the Philadelphia meeting are the fol- 
lowing :

IN THE MIDST OF INTERNAL disturbance and international complications, 
it is a matter of satisfaction to the government and the people to realize the im- 
pregnable loyalty of the regular Army, Navy and Marine Corps. Because such an 
attitude is expected, it is accepted as an article of faith. Veteran dissatisfaction, 
created by refusal to comply with back-breaking demands upon the Treasury, 
miners’ strikes in Illinois and elsewhere, farmers’ blockades designed to appreciate 
farm prices, and a serious underlying unemployment condition, are fertile ground 
for red activities. Internationally, we find Europe determined to force cancellation 
of the debts, and willing for the United States to become involved in its relations 
with Japan to a point where the menace of war would induce our people to assime 
the financial burdens of the world conflict. Japan will recognize the Manchurian 
state of Manchukuo, established by her bayonets, despite our objections, which 
add more fuel to the flames of her discontent at our attitude. The Nation has not 
sufficient interest in Manchuria to engage in war, but, with wise precaution, the 
Fleet stands in the Pacific as a barrier against hostile assault, with the Army ready 
to discharge the mission entrusted to it at Panama, Hawaii and the Philippines. 
And in the United States, repugnant as the duty would be, the Army and such 
Marines as are available, would discharge faithfully any orders given by the Com- 
mander-in-chief for the maintenance of law and order. 





THE EXPRESSION OF THE ABOVE views are not intended as a warning, 
for conditions within the United States do not justify anything of the kind. Our 
people are a law-abiding people, who are weathering a storm of depression such 
as never has been experienced, and they are doing it with a cheerfulness and an 
understanding which demonstrates the strength of the Republic and forecasts that 
its destiny is to live. But it is a comforting thought that the Armed forces, created 
and maintained by the people, are ready to protect them in their lives, their liberty 
and their pursuit of happiness. It has been the efforts of the reds to sap and 
destroy this superb loyalty. They have totally failed. Reports we have received 
from various organizations show that morale was never better, patriotism never 
more flaming. Discussing this matter with General MacArthur, Chief of Staff, he 
described with enthusiasm not only the loyalty of every officer and man in the 
Service, but their readiness to obey implicity whatever orders authority should 
give. What is true of the Army is likewise true of the Navy and Marine Corps. 
Such a condition demands recognition. In every way, the Services are willing to 
make sacrifices. But we ask the country in all fairness to its military and naval 
representatives to provide schedules of pay comparable at least with their great 
responsibilities and with those enjoyed by other public servants and, certainly in 
the case of the Army and the Marine Corps, with promotion reform which will 
promote efficiency. 





AT LAST WE KNOW WHO won the World War. General Peyton C. March, 
suggests he did! Three features from his forthcoming book have been published in 
the Sunday papers, and others are to follow. Those printed reveal the author’s 
appreciation of the master mind and the human dynamo—his own—that with 
swift comprehension grasped every detail of the gigantic struggle and the part 
the United States must play therein, and with boundless and unflagging energy 
drove to victory the great machine they had created. The first night he arrived in 
‘Washington to assume the office of Chief of Staff, the windows of the War De- 
partment were dark. The second night they were ablaze with lights. Here, as 
General March points out, was achievement. The American people have an idea 
that General Pershing was in absolute command of the A.E.F. General March 
argues that General Pershing was his subordinate. The American people have al- 
ways thought General Pershing displayed high diplomatic qualities in handling his 
relations with the French and British. General March says the contrary, wanted 
to confine the leader in France to command of operations, and to exclude his inter- 
est from other matters which necessarily vitally affected the creation and direction 
of the American Armies in the field. It is clear from the March revelation thus far 
that handicaps were imposed at the War Department upon General] Pershing, which 
increased the difficulties of his great task, and in the light they shed make more 
astounding the accomplishments he wrought. Aside from the bad taste displayed 
in the Cock Robin attitude which General March assumes, we cannot but feel that 
in the interest of his own place in history he should have refrained from express- 
ing the venom which distorted ambition manufactured. 





WE WOULD BE INCLINED to yawn a little at the report that naval disarma- 
ment conversations shortly will be resumed by the United States and Great Britain, 
were it not that any weakening of our Fleet would further increase Japan’s capacity 
to work her will in the Far East. That the British people realize this as one of 
the effects of additional reduction is shown by speeches and press comments made 
by prominent British statesmen and newspapers. Much as American and British 
pacifists would like to see a disarmed world, the British Government is wedded to 
the policy of naval protection for its vital overseas interests, and it properly will 
not chisel its power to extend it. We sometimes despair that the American Nation 
will ever have anything more than paper equality with Great Britain, except in 
the event of war, and this likewise is true in the case of Japan. There is, there- 
fore, every reason why these three powers should work in harmony, and it must be a 
matter of regret to statesman that our attitude towards Japan is interpreted by 
her as aggressively hostile, and that war debts and tariff resentment should cloud 
our relations with Great Britain. It is the duty of government to face facts, and 
it is to be hoped that any new naval treaty entered into by the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan, shall provide for actual and not paper parity, and take

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The Four Field Army Organization While students of military organization in 
and out of the services studied the new War Department plan organizing the troops 
in the United States into four Field Armies, considerable speculation arose as to 
possible complications, particularly Congressional criticism, that may arise from 
that portion of the plan which places the Chief of Staff in command of the four 
armies. 

The announcement which went out from the War Department to the Command- 
ing Generals of Corps Areas and Departments specifically stated that “In addition 
to his other duties, the Chief of Staff is hereby placed in command of this field 
army group composed of four field armies.” Again under the heading “composition 
of field headquarters and of field armies” the announcement that General Head- 
quarters would be composed of “Commanding General, General Headquarters: The 
Chief of Staff” and that the staff would be composed of “War Plans Divisions, 
General Staff, and such other personnel from the War Department General Staff 
as may be designated.” ; 

In many quarters it is held that neither the National Defense Act nor the 
General Staff Corps Act contemplates the Chief of Staff of other General Staff 
officers commanding troops. The set-up, it is said, places the Chief of Staff in 
the dual position of being both Chief of Staff and General of the Armies. Many 
say that in case of an emergency the present set-up would necessitate relieving 
the Chief of Staff from that post and assigning him as general of the Armies. 

A number of Congressmen, it is pointed out, are particularly zealous in their 
endeavors to hold the General Staff Corps strictly to its functions under the 
National Defense Act. That act states that “members of the General Staff Corps 
shall be confined strictly to the discharge of duties of the general nature of those 
specified for them in this section and in the Act of Congress approved Feb. 14, 
1903,” continuing to prohibit them from engaging in administrative duties pertain- 
ing to established bureaus or officers of the War Department. For the Chief of 
Staff, the Act provides that he “shall preside over the War Department General 
Staff and, under the direction of the President, or of the Secretary of War under 
the direction of the President, shall cause to be made, by the War Department 
General Staff, the necessary plans for recruiting, organizing, supplying, equipping, 
mobilizing, training, and demobilizing the Army of the United States and for the 
use of the military forces for national defense. He shall transmit to the Secretary 
of War the plans and recommendations prepared for that purpose by the War 
Department General Staff and advise him in regard thereto; upon the approval 
of such plans or recommendations by the Secretary of War, he shall act as the 
agent of the Secretary of War in carrying the same into effect.” 

While discussion of this point continues the execution of the plan is going 
forward in the field. Word has been received from Omaha that Maj. Gen. Johnson 
Hagood, commanding the Fourth Field Army, has appointed his initial staff as 
follows: Chief of staff, Col. Alexander M. Miller, jr.. GSC; and adjutant general, 
Col. John O. Steger, AGD. 

Many interesting factors arise in discussing the new plan. The provision 
that the senior corps area commander assigned to each field army shall be com- 
mander of the Army is generally conceded to be the best possible peace-time plan. 
While command of each of the Armies rests thus on seniority the Department 
controls the command by the assignment of corps area commanders. Many believe 
that it is highly probable that the Department will soon ask Congress to make 
the Army commanders lieutenant generals while actually commanding the field 
armies. It is recalled that the Department a few years ago advocated higher 
temporary ranks for corps area and department commanders, but the plan failed. 
However, with four instead of twelve proposed for higher temporary rank it is 
believed that Congress may approve. 

The use of 14 Cavalry divisions is seen as upholding the military importance 
of that arm. It is noted that the Third Army, operating on the Mexican Border 
and the Gulf, has three cavalry divisions, while the Fourth, operating on the 
Pacific and northwestern border, and the Second, operating in the Great Lakes 
region, get four each, and the First Army, New England, gets three Cavalry 
Divisions. 

It is probable that when the Army commanders are assembled in the War 
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Department at a later date to receive more detailed instructions in collaboration 
with the War Department General Staff, that many factors will be cleared up and 
the plan generally put into fuller operation, particularly as it concerns peace-time 
training and maneuvers of the Field Armies. 

One feature that appeals to the large majority of students is the much greater 
importance now given to National Guard and Organized Reserve outfits. . It is 
believed that it will act as a stimulant, particularly to those large numbers of 
active Reserves who do not get summer training every year because of the shortage 
of appropriations.

Chief of Naval Aeronauties’ Post.—Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, USN, chief of 
the bureau of aeronautics, whose four year term expires next March 13 is expected 
to be continued in his post until his retirement for age the following Nov. 1, 1983. 
Admiral Moffett has held the chiefship of the bureau of aeronautics since July, 
1921, when as a captain he was elevated to that post. He was selected and ad- 
vanced to the grade of rear admiral two years later and has spent his entire flag 
officer career as chief of the bureau. 

Although a successor will not be named for some time, conjecture already is 
being made as to who will be the next aeronautics head. The names of Rear Adm. 
Harry E. Yarnell, like Admiral Moffett a qualified naval observer, is often men- 
tioned. Admiral Yarnell will not be retired until 1940, thus will have ample time 
to serve the full four year term. Rear Adm. James J. Raby, a naval aviator, and 
Rear Adm. John Haligan, a naval observer, both of whom have held aviation 
commands afloat, also are suggested for the post. 

Since Admiral Moffett’s appointment in 1921 the post of chief of the bureau 
of aeronautics has increased greatly in its importance and it is therefore believed 
that the man selected will be a rear admiral. However, some believe that one of 
the senior captains holding aviation posts may get the appointment. Capt. Frank 
R. McCrary, Capt. Rufus F. Zogbaum, jr., Capt. G. W. Steele, Capt. Ernest J. King, 
now holding carrier or fleet air commands, are believed to be likely prospects if 
a captain be chosen.

Appointments in the Judge Advocate General’s Department Reserve.—The War 
Department has decided that appointments in the Judge Advocate General’s De- 
partment Reserve will be resumed on Sept. 1, 1932. In making rcommendations 
for these appointments the Department desires that Corps Area Commanders have 
a very full investigation made of a candidate's professional and other qualifications 
prior to his being ordered before an examining board. 

It is further desired by the Department that the above and other instructions 
and regulations relating to the appointment of applicants in the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department Reserve be brought to the attention of Corps Area Judge 
Advocates so that in their recommendations to Corps Area Commanders on applica- 
tions for appointment they may include all information believed to be pertinent 
and necessary to a determination of the merits of the case. 


Health of the Army.—The Army maintained its good health record for the year 
during the five weeks ended July 30, the office of the Surgeon General points out 
in the Monthly Review. The total admission rate was 515 as compared with 582 
for a similar period in 1981. This rate was slightly higher than for the month of 
June, 1932, when it was 513. 

The admission rate for total respiratory diseases was 74 during July, 1932, as 
compared with 75 in 1931. There were 642 cases of common respiratory diseases, 
the largest number being in the Eighth Corps Area (156), but the highest admission 
rate was in the Fourth Corps Area (96). The admissions from this class of diseases 
were as follows: Benning, 48; Randolph Field, 36; Bragg and Riley each 28; 
Francis E. Warren, 24; Langley Field, 22; West Point, 18; Sill, 17; McDowell, 15; 
Chanute Field, 14; and Kelly Field and William Beaumont each 13. 

There were 17 cases of primary pneumonia ; 3 at Fort Sam Houston, 2 each at 
Oglethorpe and Kelly Field, and 1 each at West Point, Walter Reed, Washington 
General Dispensary, William Beaumont, and Forts Benning, McClellan, McPherson, 
Sheridan, Snelling, and Sill. During a similar period in 1931 there were only 
nine cases of primary pneumonia. There was one case of secondary pneumonia 
at Fort Leavenworth during the month. The average for the 5-year period for 
July was 11 cases of primary pneumonia and no cases of secondary.

Cc. M. T. C. Enrollments—The Adjutant General announced this week the standing 
of the Corps Areas in the matter of enrolling and accepting candidates for the 
Citizens Military Training Camps. The Fifth Corps Area had the highest ratio 
between the number of applications received and the number to be enrolled (quota). 
This ratio was 297.5 for the Fifth Corps Area, while the average for all the Corps 
Areas was 263.6. The second highest was the Third Corps area with a ratio of 
270.2. 
In the standing as to the ratio between the number of applications accepted 
and the number to be enrolled (quota) the Second Corps Area stood highest with 
a ratio of 163.8, while the Seventh Corps Area was second with a ratio of 132.1. 
The average for all the Corps Areas was 120.2. 

Numerically, the Fourth Corps Area received the largest number of applica- 
tions, 15,441 having been reported July 31 from that Corps area. Numerically, 
the Second Corps accepted and notified the largest number of candidates—8,682. 
The total number of applications received in all the Corps Areas was 98,848 of 
which 45,068 were accepted and notified.

Air Corps to Photograph Western Reservoir Areas—Turning the training of its 
aerial photographers to good advantage in the accomplishment of useful work for 
another government agency, the Air Corps is undertaking the photographing of 
almost 300 square miles of country along the Snake River in Idaho and Wyoming 
and in the Falls River Basin in the vicinity of the Yellowstone National Park. 
The work is being done for the Bureau of Reclamation, Department of the Interior, 
at their request, and consists of the vertical photography of this area by a single- 
lens K-3 camera from an altitude of 10,000 feet. 

The photographs are required for a thorough stereoscopic study of the areas 
and for later use in topographic surveys of possible reservoir sites to determine 
their storage capacity. The Fifteenth Photo Section at Crissy Field, San Francisco, 
is preparing its Fairchild Photographic cabin monoplane for this project. An 
officer pilot and an enlisted photographer will do the aerial work. 

Specifically, the area to be photographed extends along the Snake River from 
the mouth of the Hoback River to the mouth of the Grays River; then between 
the mouths of the Elk and Bear Creeks, and downstream from the mouth of Pine 
Creek for about 15 miles.—the total Snake River area to be photographed being 
about 55 square miles. The Falls River Basin area embraces approximately 240 





square miles. 
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Honors to 3lst Infantry 


Manila, P. I.—Among the most valued 
possessions with which the 3ist Infan- 
try returned to Manila was an enlarged 
United States Marine Corps emblem, 
which was presented to the 31st Infan- 
try by the Marine Corps Expeditionary 
Forces in Shanghai, China. The presen- 
tation was made on behalf of the Ma- 
rines by Lt. Col. F. A. Barker, command- 
ing, to Colonel Gasser, in the presence 
of their staff officers at Marine Officers 
Club on June 28, 1932. Colonel Barker 
spoke of the fine spirit of cooperation 
which had existed between the Marines 
and the Regulars and the pleasure af- 
forded the Marines by their close con- 
tact with a regular regiment, and ex- 
pressed a desire that the two services 
could more often serve together. He 
offered the gift on the behalf of the Ma- 
rines in Shanghai as a symbol of the 
deep appreciation and respect which the 
Marines felt for the 31st Infantry and 
as a constant reminder of the common 
mission which so closely bound the two 
services together under most trying con- 
ditions in Shanghai. 

Colonel Gasser, in accepting the gift 
on behalf of the regiment, expressed sin- 
cere gratitude for the great assistance 
rendered the regiment by the Marines 
from the day of its arrival in Shanghai 
and throughout its stay, and that the 
fine relationshin of the two services 
could not be praised too highly, and that 
close association with the Marines in 
Shanghai was one of the most pleasant 
memories that would remain with the 
31st Infantry, and that he especially, as 
Commanding Officer, was intensely 
pleased to accept this gift so that the 
31st Infantry could always have with it 
a tangible reminder of the common mis- 
sion which so closely bound the Marines 
and the regiment together in Shanghai 
in 1932, and the happy cooperation and 
most pleasant associations which existed 
between the two services. 

Before leaving the tangible reminders 
which the regiment brought back from 
Shanghai, it is essential that a descrip- 
tion of the Shanghai Punch Bowl be 
given. This punch bowl is 18 inches in 
diameter and is 10 inches deep, and is 
composed of solid silver. It was pur- 
chased by the officers of the USA troops 
on duty in Shanghai for the regiment in 
commemoration of the close bonds which 
united the officers together under all the 
difficulties of their emergency service in 
Shanghai, and is forever deeded to the 
regiment in the hope that the perform- 
ance of the 3ist Infantry in Shanghai 
will be perpetually fresh in the memory 
of those to come. 

No description of the bowl by one who 
is not an expert would be adequate, but 
its basic features are two large dragons 
as handles, with three Chinese Lions 
forming the legs of the bowl. As a rest 
for the bow! is a teakwood base, trian- 
gular in shape, sides 12 inches in length 
and the base is slightly over 1 inch high. 
On the top side of the base is a silver 
hexagon with the names of all the Regi- 
mental Staff. Headquarters and Service 
Company Officers, and the Commanding 
Officers of those units. Each of the sides 
of the triangular base are silver plates 
devoted to one of the three battalions, 
listing all officers of the battalion. In 
addition, each officer on duty with U. S. 
Army Troops in Shanghai, donated a 
small solid silver cup, of the general 
characteristics of the punch bowl, but 
with only one dragon handle. Engraved 
on this cup was the officer’s name, rank, 
und duty assignment as on date of arri- 
val in Shanghai. These cups were given 
to the regiment for a definite purpose; 
that is, henceforth whenever a newly 
arrived officer is given his assignment to 
an organization or staff duty he, and he 
alone, will use the cup donated by the 
officer who held the same assignment of 
Feb. 6, 1932, when the 31st Infantry 
landed in Shanghai. What he does with 
this cup is up to his conscience; but the 
cups will only be distributed at Regi- 
mental Parties, on occasions which war- 
rant the filling of the Shanghai Punch 
Bowl. 

The Shanghai Punch Bowl itself, on 
the base of the bowl, has the following 
engraved on it: “Presented to the 31st 
U. S. Infantry by the Officers of the 





U. S. Army Troops in Shanghai, China, 
in 1932.” 

The one restriction placed on the gift 
of the punch bowl and cups to the regi- 
ment was that the original 66 cups, rep- 
recenting the 66 officers on duty with 
the U. S. Army Troops in Shanghai, 
would be all that would ever be used 
with the punch bowl. 

The outstanding social memories car- 
ried away with the 31st Infantry were 
the receptions given the officers and their 
wives by the British Army and the U. S. 
Marines. 

On June 28 Brigadier Fleming and the 
officers of the British Army in Shanghai 
were the hosts to the regiment at a tea 
at the French Club from six to eight 
P. M. The British have hundreds of 
years’ background in being hosts, and the 
British Army in Shanghai represents the 
highest development of that gift. Too 
frequently is it said that words fail to 
convey appreciation properly, but in this 
case it is true. The feeling of good 
fellowship, fostered as it had been 
through five months of close contact 
under trying conditions, had bound the 
officers of the two nations together as 
could have never been done otherwise, 
and it was with an intense feeling of 
personal regret that each officer of the 
American Regulars bid farewell to their 
British Army friends. The British had 
on display on tables around the rooms 
their most cherished prizes, eternal pos- 
sessions of the regiments, ranging from 
a silver statue of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, a former commander of one of the 
units, to modern silver marksmanship 
awards. As Brigadier Fleming escorted 
Colonel and Mrs. Gasser to the door 
after the conclusion of the tea, the Brit- 
ish band gave voice to the pent-up senti- 
ments in the hearts of both commanders 
as it first played “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” and then “God Save the King” 
as an audible expression of the bond 
which so closely knit the two nations 
together. 

The following day, June 29, from 6.30 
to 8.30 P. M., an all-American party was 
given to the 31st Infantry officers and 
wives by the U. S. Marines in Shanghai. 
The Columbia Country Club was the 
place, and the occasion was the farewell 
to the 31st Infantry by their brothers 
in arms. Although good-byes were said, 
the realization that time would bring 
reunions in future years, permitted a 
carnival spirit to rule throughout. The 
31st Infantry will never forget the 4th 
Marines and their most pleasant joint 
services together in Shanghai in 1932. 

The final parade of the regiment 
through the streets of Shanghai will 
never be forgotten by those who partici- 
pated. Due to the courtesy of Brigadier 
G. Fleming, Commander of the British 
Military Headquarters and concurrent 
Commander of the International De- 
fense Forces of Shanghai, arrangements 
were made to honor the 31st Infantry 
as they left Shanghai. 

At 6 P. M., July 1st, “Forward March” 
was given by Colonel Gasser, and the 
regiment, previously formed in Column 
of Squads, with the head of the column 
at the junction of Bubbling Well Road 
and Tibet Road, began its march down 
Nanking Road to the N. Y. K. Wharf 
via The Bund. The order of march was 
the Marine Band, Command and Staff, 
31st Infantry Band and field music, 
Headquarters Company, 2nd Battalion, 
8rd Battalion, 1st Battalion. 

The U. S. Marine Band played the 
regiment from the New World Building, 
its initial concentration point, past the 
Guards of Honor from the 4th U. S. 
Marines, the 1st Battalion East Lanca- 
shire Regtment, Ist Battalion Wiltshire 
Regiment, and 1st Battalion Lincolnshire 
Regiment, posted on The Bund north of 
the junction of Nanking Road and The 
Bund. There Brigadier G. Fleming re- 
viewed the regiment. As the 31st In- 
fantry executed “Eyes Right” while 
passing the Guards of Honor. Colonel 
Gasser turned out of the column at this 
point and joined with Brigadier Fleming 
in reviewing the regiment. Here a com- 
posite band of the British troops in 
Shanghai replaced the U. S. Marine Band 
at the head of the column and played 
the regiment to the N. Y. K. Wharf.

Colonel Elliott Reports 


Col. Milton A. Elliott, jr., Adjutant 
General's Department, has arrived in 
Washington from the Philippines for 
duty in the Office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. 

Colonel Milton A. Elliott was born at 
Camden, Arkansas, November 29, 1877. 
In 1896 he graduated from Arkadelphia 
Methodist College with the degree of 
Ph. B. On May 17, 1898, he enlisted in 
the First Arkansas Volunteers, and on 
October 25, the same year, was honorably 
mustered out of the service, with the 
rank of second lieutenant. 

Colonel Elliott was commissioned sec- 
ond lieutenant, 13th United States In- 
fantry on April 10, 1899, and sailed for 
the Philippine Islands for duty with his 
regiment. He commanded Company M 
of the 13th Infantry in General Schwan’s 
expedition to San Francisco de Malabon 
and was present at the engagement with 
the insurgents at Cavite. He was a mem- 
ber of General Wheaton’s expeditionary 
brigade to San Fabian, Philippine Is- 
lands and took part in the reconnais- 
sance to San Jacinto. He was promoted 
to first lieutenant on February 2, 1901, 
and continued on duty in the Philippine 
Islands until June 30, 1902, when he 
sailed for the United States, serving at 
Fort Mason, California and Angel Island, 
until September 1905 when he returned 
to the Philippines for duty with his regi- 
ment where he was appointed Battalion 
Adjutant. 

In July 1907 he returned to the United 
States for station at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas, and on March 18, 1908, was pro- 
moted to captain in the 27th Infantry 
and transferred to Fort Sheridan, IIli- 
nois. On April 9, 1909, Colonel Elliott 
was detailed in the Subsistence Depart- 
ment and assigned to Chicago, Illinois, 
as Assistant Purchasing Commissary. In 
July 1911 he was appointed Assistant 
Chief Commissary, Eastern Division, and 
ordered to Newport News, Virginia, as 
Acting Subsistence Superintendent, 
United States Army Transport Service. 
In December 1912 he was relieved from 
this duty and assigned to the 18th In- 
fantry and later in the same month 
transferred to the 12th Infantry with 
station at Presidio of Monterey, Califor- 
nia. In January, 1915, he moved with his 
regiment to Nogales, Arizona, where he 
served until April the same year when 
he was transferred to the 8th Infantry 
and again sailed for the Philippine Is- 
lands for duty at Fort William Mc- 
Kinley. 

Colonel Elliott was promoted to ma- 
jor of Infantry on May 15, 1917, and to 
lieutenant colonel of Infantry, National 
Army on August 5 the same year. In 
September 1917 he returned to the 
United States for duty at Camp Dodge, 
Iowa, and was promoted to colonel of 
Infantry on July 30, 1918. In October 
that year he sailed for France for duty 
with the 88th Division, A. E. F. Upon 
arrival in France he became a member 
of the General Staff, as Deputy Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, G. H. Q. In June 
1919 he returned to the United States for 
duty at San Francisco, California, where 
he remained until September of that 
year when he was ordered to Camp Pike, 
Arkansas, for duty with the Third Divi- 
sion. On June 30, 1920, he reverted to 
his regular rank of major and on July 1, 
the same year, was promoted to lieu- 
tenant colonel and transferred to The 
Adjutant General’s Department. He 
served at Camp Pike, Arkansas, as Camp 
and Division Adjutant until January 1, 
1921, when he became Assistant Chief of 
Staff for Operations. In August that 
year he was detailed to the General Ser- 
vice Schools, Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
and upon graduation in June the follow- 
ing year was ordered to Washington, D. 
©., for duty in the office of The Ad- 
jutant General. On January 19, 1924, he 
was promoted to colonel, Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department and detailed on the 
War Department General Staff on which 
duty he remained until August 1926 
when he was ordered to the Army War 
College, Washington, D. C., as student 
officer. Upon graduation in June, 1927 
he was transferred to Chicago, Illinois 
as Adjutant General, Sixth Corps Area, 
where he remained until May 1930, when 
he was ordered to the Philippine Islands 
for duty as Adjutant General, Philippine 
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Department. Colonel Elliott returned to 
Washington, D. C., August 22, 1932, pur- 
suant to orders again detailing him in 
the office of The Adjutant General, War 
Department. 

Colonel Eliott holds the Philippine 
Campaign Medal, the Spanish-American 
War Medal, and the Victory Medal of 
the United States Army. He is also a 
Commander of the Order of the Black 
Star (French). 





Memorial to General Wood 


When the Assistant Secretary of War, 
Frederick H. Payne, spoke last week at 
the dedication of a memorial to General 
Leonard Wood at Winchester, N. H., he 
read the following letter from the White 
House: 

“My dear Mr. Secretary: 

“I wiil be obliged if, in your address 
at Winchester, New Hampshire, next 
Wednesday, you will convey my cordial 
greetings to the audience and express 
my deep sense of the value of General 
Leonard Wood’s services to country as 
soldier and administrator. 

“Yours faithfully, 
HERBERT HOOVER.” 

Mr. Payne, after summarizing the 
career of General Wood said: 

“Almost as fascinating as his actual 
career are the great might-have-beens 
of his life. I have already alluded to his 
skill and his interest in medicine. The 
field of education also claimed him. He 
was appointed Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and was only 
prevented from assuming the post by his 
duty in the Philippines. In the opinion 
of many of our leaders at that time, Gen- 
eral Wood was superbly qualified to com- 
mand the American Expeditionary 
Forces in France. He would have made 
an outstanding Secretary of War if 
President Harding had assigned him to 
that cabinet position. In 1920 he was a 
prominent candidate for the Republican 
nomination for President, and I thought 
then and still think he would have been 
an admirable choice. 

“But what he did is enough without 
consideration of what he might have 
done. Rarely has any man crowded so 
much activity and accomplishment into 
four decades. He was patriot, soldier, 
statesman, humanitarian, and a wise and 
just administrator over peoples who were 
to be set free after long and bitter 
servitude. His accomplishments in any 
one of these spheres would surpass the 
acknowledgement which we make today. 

“There was a magic about Leonard 
Wood. His was a genius that defies 
analysis, the whole of which was greater 
than the sum of its parts. It is easy 
to pick out his outstanding character- 
istics, but their integration into the man 
himself still leaves something that can- 
not be explained in so many words. He 
was strong in body and in mind, and 
possessed a driving, tireless energy. He 
was brave with a headlong physical 
valor, but he also possessed that rare 
intellectual courage that fears neither 
threat of imminent danger nor the un- 
foreseen. He was so honorable that I 
do not believe he ever thought of dis- 
honor. He trusted every man on sight. 
He was a leader who never looked back 
to see if he were followed. His wisdom 
was far-sighted and not to be distracted 
by petty details. He thought first in 
terms of his duty, that is to say, his 
Country; second, in terms of his sub- 
ordinates and associates, and only third 
and last in terms of himself. 

“These characteristics were easy to 
perceive in General Wood, but the man 
himself was greater than them all. His 
soaring spirit was such that by example 
and inspiration he made every man with 
whom he came in contact forget the 
petty, despise the mean and carry away 
from the meeting a spirit of exaltation. 
I count myself happy to have personally 
experienced his magnetism. I shall al- 
ways be proud that I was a member of 
the Committee of One Hundred in the 
City of New York that advocated his 
nomination for the Presidency. 

“There is the story of the doughboy 
who was coming back wounded from St. 
Mihiel. He was unshaven, dirty, his 
nerves let down from the ordeal he had 
just undergone. He belonged to the 89th 
Division that General Wood had 
organized and trained at Camp Funston 





and the command of which he had re- 
linquished when it embarked for over- 
seas service. Some one asked this 
soldier the stock question: 

“*What outfit, buddy? 

“And he replied, ‘General Wood’s 
Division.’ 

“From far away in Kansas the spirit 
of Leonard Wood was striking mighty, 
two-fisted blows at the defenses of Ger- 
many. His spirit had left an imprint 
that remained indelible under war’s most 
severe test. 

“Measured by any standard General 
Wood’s life presents a _ well-rounded 
record of high achievement.”

MEMORIALS at ARLINGTON

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Support Merchant Marine 


Mr. T. V. O'Connor, Chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, at the 
launching of the SS Washington, Cam- 
den, N. J., Aug. 20, 1932, pointed out 
that a few years ago there were but 
four American ships trading between 
this country and Europe, “American 
shippers and travelers,” he said, “were 
dependent upon ships owned and oper- 
ated by foreigners, who fixed the freight 
rates and determined among themselves 
just how good or how bad the service 
should be in this most important of all 
ocean trades. 

“Today nearly two hundred American 
ships are operating across the Atlantic. 
Owned and officered by American citi- 
zens, equipped to furnish superior ser- 
vice, and sailing at regular and frequent 
intervals, they have brought to our peo- 
ple a large degree of independence from 
the foreign shipowner. 

“This latest and largest addition to 
the fleet, about to be given the name of 
the patriot who brought about our free- 
dom as a nation, will help us still fur- 
ther to achieve a greater measure of 
independence at sea. 

“Let us not rest on our oars. With 
the same faith in the future that guided 
the steps of the immortal Washington, 
let us look forward to the day when 
American enterprise and American inge- 
nuity will produce even larger, faster, 
and better ships. Without boasting, but 
with a confidence born of the progress 
the nation has already made in building 
up its merchant marine, let us say to 
the world, in the language of the Book 
of Books, ‘it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be.’ 

“Future progress depends entirely on 
the amount of patronage our ships re- 
ceive from American citizens. The 
‘Washington’ and her sister-ship, the 
‘Manhattan,’ peers of any ship of their 
class now afloat, deserve to sail with 
full cargoes and full passenger lists. 

“I appeal to everyone listening to this 
broadcast today to stand squarely be- 
hind the American Merchant Marine. If 
you will do this, our shipyards will 
build vessels even greater than the one 
which is being launched today. There 
will be increased employment for our 
citizens, afloat and ashore. We will 
gain a better hold on our overseas mar- 
kets. And you will have done your bit 
to strengthen our national defense, for 
I need not remind you that a strong 
merchant marine means a stronger navy 
in time of national emergency.” 
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Pay of National Guard 


The full text of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s letter to the Secretary of War ex- 
plaining the application of the Economy 
Act to the National Guard follows: 


“There has been received your letter 
of July 28, 1932, as follows: 

“‘In considering the application to the 
National Guard of the provisions of Part II, 
of the Legislative Appropriation Act of 1933, 
approved June 30, 1932, Pub. No. 212, your 
decision is requested upon the following ques- 
tions : 


“*(a) Is the field training pay of officers 
and warrant officers affected by the Act? 

“*(b) Is the armory drill pay of officers 
and warrant officers affected? 

“*(e) Is the administrative functions pay 
of officers affected? 

“*(d) Is the pay of United States Prop- 
erty and Disbursing Officers who receive pay 
at the rate of more than $1,000,000 per 
annum, affected? 

“(e) Is the pay of caretakers who receive 
pay at a rate of more than $1,000.00 per 
annum, affected? 

“(f) May commissioned or enlisted care- 
takers be granted 15 days’ annual leave 
with pay for the purpose of participating 
in field training with their organizations, 
which leave appears to be in effect, a ‘Mili- 
tary Leave’ authorized by Par. 11, NGR 79? 

“The War Department will appreciate 
your early decision upon the questions swb- 
mitted above.” 


The questions will be answered in the 
order stated. 


(a) Section 94 of the act of June 3, 
1916, 39 Stat. 206, provides that during 
the participation of the National Guard 
in encampments, maneuvers, or other 
exercises for field and coast defense in- 
struction, the officers and enlisted men 
shall be entitled to the same pay, sub- 
sistence and transportation as officers 
and enlisted men of corresponding 
grades of the Regular Army are or 
thereafter may be entitled to by law. 
Sections 104(a) and (b), and 105(d) 
(6) of the act of June 30, 1932, 47 Stat. 
400, 401, provide: 


“See. 104. When used in this title— 

“(a) The terms ‘officer’ and ‘employee’ 
mean any person rendering services in or 
under any branch or service of the United 
States Government or the government of the 
District of Columbia, but do not include (1) 
officers whose compensation may not, under 
the Constitution, be diminished during their 
continuance in office; (2) Senators, Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, Delegates and Resi- 
dent Commissioners; (3) officers and em- 
ployees on the rolls of the Senate and House 
of Representatives; (4) carriers in the Rural 
Mail Delivery Service; (5) officers and mem- 
bers of the Police ‘Department of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. of the Fire Department 
of the District of Columbia, of the United 
States Park Police in the District of Co- 
lumbia, and of the White House Police; (6) 
teachers in the public schools of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; (7) public officials and 
employees whose compensation is derived 
from assessments on banks and/or is not 
paid from the Federal Treasury; (8) the 
enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy, Coast 
Guard and Marine Corps; (9) postmasters 
and postal employees of post offices of the 
first, second and third classes whose salary 
or allowances are based on gross postal re- 
cepts, and postmasters of the fourth class; 
(10) any person in respect of any office, 
position, or employment the amount of com- 
pensation of which is expressly fixed by in- 
ternational agreement;, and (11) any per- 
son in respect of any office, position or 
employment the compensation of which is 
paid under the terms of any contract in 
effect on the date of the enactment of this 
Act, if such compensation may not lawfully 
be reduced. 

“(b) The term ‘compensation’ means any 
salary, pay, wage, allowance (except allow- 
ances for subsistence, quarters, heat, light 
and travel) or other emolument paid for ser- 
vices rendered in any civilian or noncivilian 
office, position or employment, and includes 
the retired pay of judges and the retired 
pay of all commissioned and other person- 
nel of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the 
Lighthouse Service and the Public Health 
Service, and the retired pay of all com- 
missioned and other personnel (except en- 
listed) of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard, but does not include the 
active or retired pay of the enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps or 
Coast Guard; and does not include pay- 
ments out of any retirement, disability or 





relief fund made up wholly or in part of 
contributions of employees.” 

“Sec. 105. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933— 

“(d) In the case of the following persons 
the rate of compensation is reduced as fol- 
lows: If more than $1,000 per annum but 
less than $10,000 per annum, 81/3 per cen- 
tum; © © © 

“(6) Officers and employees (as defined 
in section 104 (a) occupying positions the 
nature of the duties and periods of work of 
which make it tmpracticable to apply the 
provisions of sub-sections (a) and (b) of 
section 101;” 


“The field training pay of National 
Guard officers including warrant officers 
being the same as that of officers of the 
Regular Army, it follows that their pay 
is reduced accordingly, that is, by 8% 
per cent. 


“(b) and (c). Section 109 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 39 
Stat. 209, as amended (U. S. C. 32:148) 
prescribes the pay of captains, lieuten- 
ants and warrant officers belonging to 
organizations of the National Guard at 
one-thirtieth of the base pay of their 
grade for each drill attended not exceed- 
ing sixty in any year: for officers above 
the grade of captain a pay not exceeding 
$500 per annum and for officers below 
the grade of major not belonging to or- 
ganizations a pay not exceeding four- 
thirtieths of the monthly base pay of 
their grades is authorized for the per- 
formance of their appropriate duties. 
In addition a maximum of $240 per 
annum is authorized for officers com- 
manding organizations less than a bri- 
gade for.the faithful performance of 
their administrative functions. As in 
any case no officer would be entitled for 
armory drill pay to as much as $1,000 
per annum by reason of the drill pay 
and administrative function pay, such 
compensation is not affected by the 
Economy Act. 

“(d) and (e). United States property 
and disbursing officers and caretakers 
who receive pay at a rate in excess of 
$1,000 per annum are within the defini- 
tion of officers or employees found in 
paragraph 104(a) of the Economy Act 
and are subject to a 81% per cent reduc- 
tion or such lesser reduction as may be 
necessary to reduce their compensation 
to $1,000 per annum. See A-43204, July 
29, 1932. 

“(f). The annual leave with pay of 
15 days granted to caretakers of the 
National Guard by N. G. R. 79, is not 
restricted by the regulation to the time 
spent in field training. The duty of 
caretakers if enlisted men of the organi- 
zation would necessarily take them with 
the organization and require participa- 
tion in such training and no military 
leave would be necessary for that pur- 
pose. The only effect of granting them 
leave of absence with pay concurrently 
with the period of such training is to 
remove the restriction against the re- 
ceipt of both their caretakers’ pay and 
traveling pay at the same time. In no 
sense of the word is such leave to be 
considered as military leave such as is 
granted by the act of June 3, 1916, 39 
Stat. 309, to civilian employees for Na- 
tional Guard training purposes. See de- 
cision 1 Comp. Gen. 602, as modified by 


A-27362, July 5, 1929. Accordingly, no 
leave with pay may be granted care- 


takers during the fiscal year 1933, such 
leave being prohibited by section 103 of 
the Economy Act.”

Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending Aug. 17, as reported by 
the Federal reserve banks, was $2,352,- 
000,000, a decrease of $24,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and an 
increase of $1,237,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week of 1931. 


On Aug. 17 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,344,000,000, a decrease 
of $13,000,000 for the week. This de- 
crease corresponds with a decrease of 
$1,000,000 in money in circulation and 
an increase of $41,000,000 in monetary 
gold stock, offset in part by an increase 
of $18,000,000 in member bank reserve 
balances and a decrease of $11,000,000 
in Treasury currency, adjusted. 


Holdings of discounted bills increased 
$4,000,000 at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta, and decreased $3,000,000 at 
New York and $9,000,000 at all Federal 
reserve banks. The System’s holdings 
of bills bought in open market declined 
$3,000,000 and of Treasury certificates 
and bills $18,000,000, while holdings of 
United States Treasury notes increased 
$18,000,000. 





Mechanized Cavalry March 


Ft. Knox, Ky.—A detachment of the 
First Cavalry (Mechanized), including 
eight officers.

the name of the Congress to each per- 
son who, while an ofticer or enlisted man 
of the Army, in action involving actual 
conflict with an: enemy, distinguishes 
himself conspicuously by gallantry and 
intrepidity at the risk of his life above 
and beyond the call of duty. (See act 
July 9, 1918 (40 Sta. 870; U. S. C. 10: 
1403; sec. 903, M. L., 1929). In order 
to justify an award of the Medal of 
Honor, an oflicer or enlisted man must 
perform in action a deed of personal 
bravery or self-sacrifice above and be- 
yond the call of duty, so conspicuous as 
clearly to distinguish him for gallantry 
and interpidity above his comrades, in- 
volving risk of life or the performance 
of more than ordinarily hazardous ser- 
vice, the omission of which would not 
justly subject him to censure as for 
shortcoming or failure. in the perform- 
ance of his duty. The recommendations 
for the medal will be judged by this 
standard of extraordinary merit, and in- 
cecntestable proof of the performance of 
the service will be exacted. 

“8. Distinguished Service Cross, to 
whom awarded.—a. The Distinguished- 
Service Cross is awarded to persons 
who, while serving in any capacity with 
the Army of the United States, distin- 
guish themselves by extraordinary hero- 
ism in connection with military opera- 
tions against an armed enemy (see act 
July 9, 1918 (40 Stat. 870;,U. S. C. 10: 
1406; sec. 905, M. L., 1929.) 

“b. The Distinguished-Service Cross 
will not be awarded for service ren- 
dered by a person who at the time of 
rendition thereof had no military status. 

“9, Distinguished-Service Medal, to 
whom awarded.—«. The Distinguished 
Service Medal is awarded to persons 
who, while serving in any capacity with 
the Army of the United States, distin- 
guish themselves by exceptionally meri- 
torious service to the Government in a 
duty of great responsibility, and to all 
enlisted men of the Army to whom the 
certificate of merit had, on or before 
July 9, 1918, been granted under the 
provisions of previously existing law, in 
lieu of the certificate of merit.

“b. Citation from more than one head- 
quarters for same conduct.—When an of- 
ficer or enlisted man is cited in orders 
from more than one headquarters for 
acts or deeds that are clearly identical, 
the citation in orders from the head- 
quarters of the higher command will be 
the citation authorizing the award of 
the Silver Star. 

“ce, Time when furnished.—All persons 
cited for gallantry in action in orders, 
published as prescribed in paragraph 3b, 
will be furnished the Silver Star at the 
time the citation is awarded. 

“11. Purple Heart, to whom awarded— 
a. The Purple Heart, established by Gen. 
George Washington in 1782, is awarded 
to persons who, while serving in the 
Army of the United States, perform any 
singularly meritorious act of extraordi- 
nary fidelity or essential service. See 
War Department General Orders, No. 3, 
a 22, 1982. 

. A wound, which necessitates treat- 
mo by a medical officer, and which is 
received in action with an enemy of the 
United States, or as a result of an act 
of such enemy, may, in the judgment of 
the commander authorized to make the 
—. be construed as resulting from

“12. Soldier’s Medal, to whom award- 
eda.

Post Exchange Hearing 


Ft. Sill, Okla—In the course of the 
hearings conducted here by Representa- 
tive Shannon of Missouri, in the subject 
of competition by the Post Exchanges 
with private business, that congress- 
man was outspoken in expressing his 
opinion that the government might 
far better increase appropriations to re- 
place organizational income now derived 
from exchange dividends than to con- 
tinue permitting a governmental agency 
to compete with private business. 

According to Shannon, the local hear- 


ings were the most extensive so far held ' 


by his committee. ‘The Federal Court 
room, where the committee sat was 
crowded during all sessions. While here 
Mr. Shannon received an invitation from 
the San Antonio, Tex., Chamber of Com- 
merce to bring his committee there for 
an investigation of the relations of the 
local exchange and the business men of 
that city. An exchange of telegrams 
however disclosed the fact that the mer- 
chants of the Army town in Texas had 
no complaints to make, whereupon Mr. 
Shannon announced that there was no 
reason for his committee going there if 
the relations of the army and civilian 
communities were cordial. 

Senator Elmer Thomas, whose home is 
in Lawton and who sponsored at the 
request of local business interests, the 
amendment to the Army appropriation 
bill restricting the activities of Post Ex- 
changes in the United States was present 
at the first day’s hearings and stated 
that he hoped all facts in the matter 
would be brought out. 

Testimony put on by the Army ob- 
served these wishes and was confined to 
facts and arguments predicted thereon 
but, as the witnesses were not sworn, the 
bulk of the testimony against the Post 
Exchange consisted of heresay and 
rumors. 

Included therein was a statement by 
the credit manager of the Dixie store, 
Lawton’s largest department store, that 
he had been threatened by one officer 
with a boycott by Ft. Sill personnel if 
the fight on the post exchange were not 
dropped. This witness who stated that 
his pay had been cut 25% while Army 
officers whose pay had been cut but 
814% were “crying their eyes out.” 

Wendell Cottingham, insurance agent 
and president of the Lawton Chamber of 
Commerce, sat with Judge Stevens as 
prompter of questions but did not take 
the witness stand although he previous- 
ly had gone to Kansas City in July and 
appeared before the Shannon committee 
alleging that the Post Exchange here 
had reported a business of $1,300,000.00 
and then cut this to $500,000 when the 
investigation was started. At the same 
time he also testified he had been 
threatened with a boycott by Ft. Sill 
personnel. 

Testimony of Lt. Col. George M. Peek, 
executive officer of the school, consisted 
in part of a positive denial that any 
“report of post exchange business had 
been made or that, as a matter of fact, 
the business of the exchange approached 
$1,300,000.” Factual evidence was pre- 
sented as well that the total annual 
business of the exchange including con- 
cessions approximated but $500,000 an- 
nually. Col. Peek also denied that the 
post exchange was planning a $150,000 
additional building program as testified 
at Kansas City by Cottingham and, ina 
prepared statement, went on to point out 
that serious curtailment of the activities 
of the post exchange and quartermaster 
activities would result, probably, in in- 
creased business for such relatively few 
communities having Army posts but 
would necessitate increased Federal ap- 
propriations with a consequent increased 
tax rate for the tax payers of the entire 
country who themselves would not 
benefit but who would be called on for 
the payment of greater taxes in order to 
help the business of merchants of a few 
favored communities.

Friends of National Defense a 
strengthening their forces to secure thal 
nomination and election of candidates 
friendly to defense and also to combat 
the drive on the forces which is sure to 
be resumed this Fall, 

The American Legion in the various 
states have been checking up on the Na- 
tional Defense records and views of 
their congressional aspirants. Some 
chapters of the Naval Reserve Officers 
Association are doing the same to put 
candidates on record. 

Working “hand in glove” with these 
projects the R. O. T. C. Association of 
the United States has compiled and is 
distributing a comprehensive summary 
of the votes cast by the various members 
of the House and Senate on the indica- 
tive National Defense ballots at the last 
session of Congress. The summary 
showed how each member voted on the 
proposal to restore to the Appropriation 
bill the funds for training the Organized 
Reserves, the motion to restore the 
funds for Reserve Officers Training 
Corps training, the motion, to restore the 
funds for carrying on the. Citizens Mili- 
tary Training Camps this summer, the 
motion to recommit the War Depart- 
ment bill in order to restore the 2,000 
officers, the compromise motion to "eli- 
minate 1,000 officers and the vote in the 
Senate restoring the 2,000 officers cut 
out by the House. 

Col. Orvel Johnson, IG-Res, executive 
secretary of the R. O. T. ©. Association, 
in discussing the situation writes: 

“Every loyal American citizen should 
give the most careful consideration to 
the fitness and qualifications of the can- 
didates for the United States Senate and 
House of Representatives this year. 
During the last year radicalism in all 
its degrees from mild, pink pacifism, to 
violent, red communism, has developed 
throughout the Nation as never before, 
a condition that has enabled a few poli- 
ticians to make use of the present period 
of general economic depression to gather 
strength for their attack upon the coun- 
try’s land defense forces with telling 
effect. 

“The combined forces of the American 
Civil Liberties group of thirty organiza- 
tions was supported by the radicals and 
pacifists of the country generally, in a 
most vigorous and determined effort to 
whittle away our land defense forces. 
Had they been successful the instructors 
from the Regular Army with the vari- 
ous civilian training activities would 
have been greatly reduced or withdrawn 
altogether. The forced retirement of 
2,000 Regular Army officers under the 
Collins plan would have destroyed the 
whole scheme of military training and 
development provided for by the Na- 
tional Defense Act. The plan was con- 
demned by the press and public from 
ocean to ocean,

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Electing Defense Candidates 
4 (Continued from Preceding Page) 
various training activities will be re- 
sumed in the December session of Con- 
gress, It is understood that the pacifists 
will make a drive on the pay of retired 
officers in the next session in addition to 
their attempts to render the Nation less 
secure. The Association will resist such 
an effort to the very limit of its ability. 

“Organize small groups of your 
friends and interview each candidate 
for membership in the Senate and House 
of Representatives unless it is a present 
member with a satisfactory record. 
Count all candidates with indefinite 
vague and evasive replies to your in- 
quiries, against National Defense. Those 
who intend to support the defense forces 
will not hesitate to say so to you before 
election. Please advise us of the results 
of your inquiries. Get your organiza- 
tions and friends to send for quantities 
of these folders, they should be used 
freely in every congressional district in 
the United States. Remember it is just 
as necessary to return a patriotic mem- 
ber as it is to defeat the other kind. 
Do not permit partisan politics to sway 
your judgment in this matter. In cast- 
ing your ballot this Fall do so in the 
interest of ‘Uncle Sam’ as he needs your 
help mightily just now. When you have 
elected a good man in your District en- 
courage and support him, and above all 
make it a point to let him know his 
geod work is appreciated ‘by the boys 
back home.’

The National Defense Department, 
American Legion, Department of Illi- 
nois, has sent to Congressional candi- 
dates in its state a letter asking their 
views and enclosing a form for the can- 
didate to fill out and return to the Le- 
gion.

“I hereby present to you my views on 
the several items of the American Le- 
gion program for the National Defense; 

“1. The regular army shall be in- 
creased to a strength of 165,000 as pro- 
vided now in the National Defense Act 
of 1920: 

“2. The national guard shall be in- 
creased to a strength of 210,000 by year- 
ly increments of 5,000 as provided now 
in the National Defense Act of 1920. 

“3. The Officers Reserve Corps shall 
be increased to 120,000 as provided now 
in the National Defense Act of 1920 and 
training provided for 26,000 annually. 

“4. R. O. T. C. units shall be main- 
tuined at every educational institution 
which desires such a unit and which 
meets the necessary requirements. 

“5. The Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps shall be continued at their pres- 
ent strength annually. 

“6. Appropriations 
shall be made for: 

(a) Anti-aircraft defense ; 

(b) Development of mechaniza- 
tions ; 
System of munitions supply ; 
Manufacture of munitions so as 
to keep present government 
plants in operation ; 
Manufacture of munitions in 
small quantities in private 
plants to keep them available 
for military purposes in time 
of emergency ;

“7. The Air Corps Act shall be amend- 
ed to provide for sufficient equipment 
for the Air Corps. 

“8S. The air forces of the nation shall 
be increased so as to equal the air forces 
of any other power. 

“9. The Training of Air Corps per- 
sonnel shall be provided for so as not 
to reduce the training of other branches 
of the service. 

“In cases in which I have indicated 
that I am for the proposal above, I will 
support them in committee and in the 
sessions of Congress.”

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The Mississippi Primaries 

Clouded with legal complications, the 
Mississippi primaries were conducted 
this week. Representative Collins, spon- 
sor of the Army reduction plan, with 
about 9,500 votes with virtually all 
counted seemed to have defeated his op- 
position, Mr. Witherspoon, who polled 
about 1,000 less.
